DEATH. 
At Shanghai General Hospital, on the Ist 
May, 1892, Bessasis Ronert Sraxvonrit, 
aged 48 years. 
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Or the three northern ports two, New- 
chwang and Tientsin, did a larger busi- 
ness than ever in 1891, but Chefoo con- 
tinues to make unsatisfactory returns. 
‘The trade of Newchwang in 1890 was 


the largest ever known, but 1891 showed | 


an increase of 'I'ls. 2,616,492. ‘The har- 
vest of 1890 was a very good one, and 
beans were so plentiful and cheap that 
the milis were enabled to turn out large 
quantities of bean oil and beancake at 
temunerative prices, and there was 
pleuty of cheap tonnage. to carry the 
produce away. Of the tonnage eutered 
and cleared during the year 58 per cent. 
was British, 28 per cent. German, 7 per 
cent. Chingse ; the remaining 7 per cent. 
being divided among all other flags. Of 
the whole 669,418 tons, only 54,534 
tons were sailing vessels. As might be 
expected from the cheapness of. the 
steam freights, the number of junks 
trading to the port showed a decline, 





In imports there was a decline in 
English cotton goods, but a consider- 
able advance in American drills and 
sheetings. Indian yarn continues to be 
freely taken, and there were imported 
128,813 piculs in 1891 against Pls. 
101,202 in 1890, and Pls. 37,954 in 
1889. It is curious that this important 
staple is omitted from the table of 
comparative imports on page'17. ‘The 
import of old iron is very large, having 
risen from Pls. 100,000 in 1887 to 
Pls, 165,000 in 1891. Newchwang 
takes more Russian (28,770 cases) than 
American (21,200) kerosene oil, because 
itis alittle cheaper. ‘I'he figures show- 
ing the export of beans, bean oil and 
beancake in the last three years are 
striking enough to be extracted :—

'Vhe prosperity of the district of which 
Newchwang is the port is shown by the 
increase in the import of white sugar, 
sugar candy and Indian opium, ‘The 
Commissioner notes that in May an 
attempt was made to collect likin more 
strictly, the merchants affected by the 
now regulations being made responsible 
for the collection. ‘I'he usual passive 
resistance was made, and all business 
was suspended for three days, at the 
end of which time the new regulations 
were put in abeyance and have not 
been re-introduced. The report con- 
cludes with the following résumé of 
imports and exports ;—

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Mr. Detring’s report from Tientsin is 
very bright-coloured, and the two open- 
ing paragraphs deserve quoting in full. 
He says:—“The year under review 
takes rank as one of the very busiest of 
trade periods which ‘Tientsin has yet 
seen, and exhibits in a pronounced 
manner that upward tendency which has, 
generally speaking, been for the last ten 
years the feature of the trade of the 
port, and duly remarked upon, The 
total net value of the trade during the 
year 1891 was Hk. 'I'ls, 37,048,539, 
showing-an advance on 1890 of Hk. Tis. 
2,916,871, ‘To judge from figures, the 
foreign exporter would appear to have 
had sufficient inducement for increased 
enterprise’ and the foreign importer 
sufficient warrant for augmented activi- 
ty; but, on the whole, the import trade 
has yielded better results to the local 
merchants interested in it than the un- 
certainties of the foreign markets allowed 
exporters of ‘Tientsin staples to derive, 
sheep's wool only having averaged fair 
profits.” When we come to the details 
of the import trade, we note a decreased 
import of English cotton goods, and a 
great increase in American drills and 
sheetings ; while Indian yarn continues 
its rise, the quantity in 1889 being Pls. 
126,849, against Pls. 11,671 in 1884, 
Exports nearly all show an increase, 
a marked feature being the export of 
648,849 untanned goatskins, “ caused 
by the experiment being tried in the 
United States of tanning the skins in 
that country instead of importing them 
from China ready tauned—a superior 
article is said to be thus produced.” 
‘The entries and clearances of steamers 
amounted to 968,580 tons, of which 
467,952 tons were British and 416,314 
Chinese; the sailing tonnage was 46,897 
tous, of which 36,723 tons were British, 
‘The total import of treasure was Hk. 
‘Ms, 1,512,931, and the export Hk. ‘Tis. 
6,905,832, and still a large amount 
must be taken away unrecorded. Mr. 
Detring tells us farther that “No ex- 
tension of the railway has taken place, 
but surveys have been pushed forward 
with great spirit, and it is probable that 
in July or August next the line will be 
opened to traffic as far as Luanchou,some 
180 miles from ‘Tientsin, and distant 
but some 60 miles from Shanhaikuan. 
‘The total number of passengers carried 
from the 12th moon 16th year (January, 
1891) to the 11th moon 17th year 
(December, 1891), reaches a high figure: 
587,461.” 

We note from the last table given by 
Mr. Detring (p. 48) that foreign goods 
to the value of Hk. ‘Tis. 1,175,520 were 
passed free for government use.

GRANARIES AND RAILWAYS IN 
CHINA. 
ud May. 
Tur old civilisation of China as modified 
during the last few centuries deserves 
the careful study of the foreigner, for 
the present system of local gran- 


aries is suited to years of short harvest. | 


Their object is to store up surplus grain 


against the time of distress which | 


is almost sure to occur at intervals of a 
few years. The system works benefici- 
ally for the people's needs, ‘The system 
of the official granaries began in the 
Gth century in the Sui dynasty. ‘The 
method is called that of ever even prices 
or chang ping. he granary is called 
the chang ping tsang or the granary 
containing rice, wheat, and maize which 
never varies in price. "This is a taking 
name for the poor people who dread 
high prices while they love high wages. 
The founder was Sui Wén-ti, but, 
strange to say, despoticashe was, that did 
not hinder him from introducing re- 
forms, which worked beneficially. The 
same happened with the builder of the 
Great Wall, a mun who was still more 
despotic and possessed of still greater 

wer. ‘I'he system introduced by this 
lespot has lasted for two thousand years 
because it established the principle that 
government should be centralised and 
prefects appointed from the capital. So 
with Sui Wén-ti. His system of granaries 
has been to some extent retained ever 
since. But China is a country where 
successful or unsuccessful revolutions 
must be attempted once in every two 
or three centuries. Dynasties rise and 
fall ; political expedients are tried and 
experiments of various sorts are made. 
"There is in Chinese politics consequently 
a good deal of the survival of the fittest 
and the granary system’ underwent 
changes Ike other expedients for govern- 
ing the people efficieutly. Iu fact, it did 
not become firmly fixed as an iastitution 
till the Sung dynasty, that is the latter 
part of the tenth century. But not 
then did it take its present form. ‘The 
granaries are au attempt to protect the 
people from the rise and fall of prices 
in the grain market, and especially to 
secure them from severe scarcity. "We 
now propose to give a sketch of what a 
native editor in Shanghai at present 
thinks about the granary system as 
compared with railways. 

‘¢ heads his essay with the remark 
that in equalising market prices and 
conveying food to the spot where it is 
needed, railways are better than local 
granaries. Local granaries are to guard 
against scarcity. They are an old 
institution in China, established in 
every city to equalise the price of grain 
to the people. But some voices are 
heard objecting to this local storing up 
of grain. What if the grain gets spoil- 
ed by damp and vermin? Why not 
store up copper money instead? In 
the ten century the Carait ‘fartars 
were still troublesome on the northern 











frontier. The Em

ror established the 
wang) granary,” and 


j into this any ‘surplus was put daily. 


‘The idea was that as soon as the money 
reached the height of the pole it was 
to be used as enlistment money to 
raise troops against the Tartars. ‘Then 
followed Wang An-shi, the statesman 
who in the 11th century recommended a 
new system, which was adopted. Copper 
money was on behalf of government lent 
the people in every city. Interest was 
charged for it at harvest time. It was 
called the money of the growing grain, 
ching miao chien FR PASE. But the 
writer adds these methods have not 
attained the end of saving the people 
from famines. ‘They were found to 
cause much trouble to the people gnd 
failed asa remedy against scarcity. The 
trouble in famines is that drought is 
widespread and the grain is too far 
away to reach the starving people. ‘To 
store up grain in local granaries is 
therefore a better method. Yet at 
present it is seen at once that the local 
granary system is out of date,clumsy,and 
troublesome. What China wauts is the 
steamer and the railway. Consider the 
position of the farm labourers. ‘They 
are the worst off of the different sections 
of the people. In prosperous years, 
grain becomes very cheap and that 
means loss. In years of scarcity grain 
is very dear and matters are worse still. 
A_poet has written a piece on the 
“Return home” which illustrates this. 
Once there are railways and steamers, 
the one dovetailing with the other, and 
the agricultural problems are solved. 
he grain is on the spot after a jouraey 
of ten days at most.’ Food ceases to 
be either too cheap or too dear 
by turns. Crafty grain merchants are 
baffled in their schemes for adding 
totheir wealth from the people’s suffer- 
ings. 'The government does not need 
to pay outso much money for famine 
relief. ‘I'he western kingdoms obtain 
benefit from the uew system and there 
is no country in the far west where 
railways are not made, The western 
peoples know that to keop old rico in 
granaries till it spoils is not so economi- 
cal as to use new rice by conveying 
it quickly to places where it is required. 
The price of conveyance is cheapened 
one-half, and the rapidity of transport, 
compared with that by mule waggons and 
sumpter animals, is an incalculable 
advantage. ‘The reader should take 
note that in Cochin Chiva the 
French are beginning to make railways. 
As to India, railways have been 
made there for a long time past. 
The benefit of railways is that a single 
steamer or railway train can bring food 
enough to feed many thousand persons. 
The Euglish are making a railway in 
Burma from the coast to western 
Yunnan. Persia has raised money, by 


.a foreign loan, to construct railways, as 


a protection to the country in a military 
sense. In Russia famine has recently 
covered ten provinces. She has con- 
structed a railway from the western 
frontier of Chinese Turkestan to the 


frontier of Europe. She is constructing 
another from the north of Mongolia 
10,000 Zi in length to the Pacific. 
Tapan’s enterprise in railway construc- 
tion is well known. No opposition 
exists in Japan in any quarter to this 
improvement. ‘To have the railways is 
just now an untold advantage in Russia 
in view of the famine. But Russia had 
not sufficient railways, ‘I'vo provinces 
had good harvests, but there was not a 
railway to take the extra grain away. 

Besides, railways pay financially. 
China spends a large amount ou the 
navy and the wavy cannot pay a 
dividend. Why should not China 
therefore expend public money on a 
department of public works such as 
railways which would pay well aud re- 
coup their cost in-course of time ? 

Such is the mode of arguing adopted 
by native writers of leading articles at 
the present time. 





JAMES’ SUBMARINE SEN'TRY. 

3rd May. 
Accorp1N@ to the list published by the 
Bureau Veritas one hundred and 
twenty-three steamers were totally lost 
and seven hundred and thirty-one in- 
jured by stranding alone in 1891, All 
sorts of precautions are taken to pre- 
vent steamers from running on to places 
where, as the American pilot said, “ the 
bottom comes too near the top ;” but 
in spite of pilots and lighthouses, buoys 
and beacons and leadlines and sounding 
machines, the frightful loss of property 
abdve recorded, too often accompanied 
by loss of life, took place in one year. 
‘The modern steamer captain is expected 
to keep time; he has indeed strict 
instructions that he is not to run 
any risks in fogs ; buthe wants to keep 
time; he thinks he knows where he is ; 
the best thing when you are in a fog is 
to get out of it as soon as you can, 
etc, ete. He is relying on his dead 
reckoning, and it is important to keep, 
if he can, a regular speed, and therefore 
he does not stop to sound as often as 
ho chould;~ur, if he has had a con- 
tinuance of bad weather, his crew—he is 
probably short-handed at the best—are 
over-worked, aud he cannot spare men 
to use the lead, and the first thing he 
knows, he is aground like the Lider 
recently on the Isle of Wight. ‘This 
case, an ordiuary one in itself, but 
which from the locality where it occur- 
red made a great impression on the 
London press, has drawn public atten- 
tion to inveutious for preventing a 
steamer’s getting into shallow water 
unwittingly, aud among these’ in- 
ventions there is none more simple 
and practical than James’ Submarine 
Sentry. 

Phis invention was brought  pro- 
minently to the notice of the general 
public in the St. James's Gazette of 
16th February. It has been before the 
nautical profession for some time, and 
on the 3rd of June last Professor 





Lambert of the Royal Naval College, 
Greenwich, lectured on it before the 
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Royal United Service Institution, Ad- 
miral Sir John Hay in the Chair. The 
“Sentry” is very simple, very inex- 
pensive and perfectly reliable. | It con- 
sists of an inverted wooden kite which is 
towed from the stern of the steamer 
for any length of time, at any required 
vertical depth down toforty-five fathoms, 
aud should it strike the bottom, through 
the water shallowing to less than the 
set depth, it will at once free itself 
aud rise to the surface, simultaneously 
sounding a bell on board the steamer, 
or it can-be made to sound the steam- 
whistle, thus giving instaut warning on 
the approach of danger and in ample 
time to avert disaster. ‘he vertical 
depth at which the Sentry sets itself 
when a given length of line is paid out, 
is not changed by any variation of 
speed between five and thirteen knots, 
and is read off by a glance at the 
graduated dial plate on the winch by 
which the line is paid out. 

‘The great advantage in having, @ 
sentry under water which is always on 
the watch is obvious. As Professor 
Lambert says in his lecture : “The great 
fault of the ordinary methods of sound- 
ing with the object of avoiding strand- 
ings is the danger arising ‘fom the 
lapse of time between two successive 
casts. A certain cast may show plenty 
of water, but the ship may be two 
miles away, and on the rocks, before 
another cast can be taken. his is not 
ouly a probable event, but it is the 
ustial event. ‘The histories of strand- 
ings are nearly all alike; the ship’s 
«protest is usually something to this 
effect: ‘The weather was thick and 
foggy ; the sky overcast ; uo lights to 
be seen ; the position of the ship not 
known, except by dead reckoning. The 
captain gave orders to slow down; a 
cast of the lead showed so many 


fathoms ; another cast half an hour j 


later showed so many fathoms. ‘The 
master ordered the lead to be kept 
going at intervals ; the look-out reported 
breakers ahead ; the engines were re- 
versed, and the ship struck, It is 
nearly always that tho ship is lost in 
the interval between two successive 
soundings. I may even go further than 
that, and say that ships are often lost 
because soundings which would have 
saved them are not taken at all on 
account of the labour they involve.” 
Here it is that the value of an inven- 
tion which is constantly on the look- 
out, which involves no labour and re- 
quires little or no attention is so con- 
spicuous. In the discussion which 
followed Professor Lambert's pape: Sir 
William ‘Thomson, than whom there 
could be no higher authority, spoke in 
the most laudatory terms of James's 
“Sentry.” He mentioned that remem- 
bering the unsteadiness of kites in the 
air, he would have expected that this 
kite would take dives and sway about 
in the water, whereas experience seems 
to have proved that it gives remarkably 
steady results. “By the law of resis- 
tances according. to the square of velo- 
city, we see clearly that the form of the

trouble, prevent your train from golng 
!ou the wrong line and warn you of 
danger before you come to it.” No 
people are so slow as shipowners to 
| adopt new inventions, however much 
they may conduce to the safety of their 
steamers ; but, as Admiral Selwyn 
| pointed out, the insurance companies 
should make some concession to 
steamers using the James’ instrument, 
and it would soon come into general 
use. 

‘When we hear of the advantages of 
a new invention, we are much more 
ready to appreciate it, if it has the com- 
mendation of some one who has tried it 
whom we know personally and in whose 
| judgment we have confidence. Captain 
Hogs of the Bfoyune informs us that 
he tried the “Sentry” on his voyage 
out this time, and is quite satisfied of 
its value. Alike in the shallow water

THE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 

4h May. 

Iris a mark of the magnanimous man 
to bear misfortune bravely, and this 
Shanghai is certainly doing. No visitor 
here at the present time would imagine 
| from the appearance of things the extent 
of the financial collapse that has occur- 
| red here in sympathy with, and to a 
great extent consequent on, the collapse 
in Hongkong. We are building a spire 
to the Cathedral, purely an ornament, 
and a swimming bath, a new opportunity 
for recreation. ‘I'he races are as well 
attended as ever, and the crowd of 
spectators is to all outward appearance 
as light-hearted’ as ever. The pari 
‘mutuel tent took as nearly as possible 
tenthousand dollars the first day;this is, 
we allow, only transferred from unlucky

been definitely found for the races on 
which these wagers are made, and does 
not come back. While it might be 
expected that we should be sitting in 
sackcloth and ashes, cutting down all 
expenditure except for the necessaries 
of life, and holding on nervously for 
better times, we are really taking our 
holidays with all the usual signs of 
enjoyment,as if the unexpected sunshine 
of these race days were in our hearts 
as well as on our faces. 

Yet there is no doubt about our 
losses, and the depreciation amounting 
to some twenty to thirty million dollars 
in the wealth of Shanghai aud Hong- 
kong is not merely a depreciation in 
the wealth on paper of some speculators, 
it is a depreciation that has extended 
to every one whose economies have been 
invested iu local undertakings. When 
such a collapse occurs there is a ten- 
dency to think that there is some dark 
mystery at the bottom ofit, A corres- 
pondeut who is a very old and very much 
respected resident ina large outport 
writes us: “By all accounts things 
must belivelyinShanghaiand Hongkong, 
though only the faintest echoes seem 
to reach the newspapers. People here 
are very hard hit by the financial col- 
lapse, as an unsophisticated community 
naturally trusts the leaders in the com- 
mercial centres. ‘They have no idea as 
to what the mystery is behind the 
Hongkong Bank, the Bank of China, 
Japan, etc., and some other institutions. 
Can you eulighten us?” ‘here is no 
mystery ; it is merely history repeating 
itself. ‘There was a great boom in 
Hongkong three or four years ago, and 
joint stock companies were started as 
fast as the prospectuses could be printed. 
If the field of action of these enter- 
prises had been-confined to the colony, 
there would not have been so much 
harm done. ‘I'he money paid for shares 
would have reinained in the colony, 
transferred from the pockets of oue 
set of speculators into those of another 
set. Unfortunately a large amount of 
money was sent away to fertilise North 
Borneo, Tongking, the Straits, and even 
farther afield, but many of the enter- 
prises have failed altogether, and hardly 
one of them has seut back any return. 
Much of this money was borrowed from 
the banks, and has never been paid 
back, while some of those who got out 
of these companies with large profits 
before the collapse came have beeu 
prudent enough to take their profits 
away home with them. ‘The banks 
have been left with portfolios full of 
paper of which no one knows the 
real value to-day; and it is the 
kuowledge of this that has depressed 
their shares so seriously and keeps 
them depressed. ‘They are believed to 
have on their books long lists of debtors 
who will never be able to clear off their 
debit balances, but whom they do not 
like to bring to book for fear of aggra- 
vating the panic. On the top of this 
collapse of so many joint stock com- 
panies has come the heavy fall in silver, 
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and there are no signs at present of a 
recovery: ‘The banks have taken large 
sums on deposit in London in gold 
which they have to repay in gold sooner 
or later, while they have lent out the 
money here in silver, and no one knows 
what Joss there may be tu them when 
these repayments have to be made. This 
‘uncertainty helps to depreciate the bank 
shares: and it is accentuated in the 
case of the Bank of China. -''he Hong- 
kong Bank has a magnificent business 
and connection, so that its goodwill— 
reserve fund apart—may be fairly taken 
at fifty per cent, premium on its capital, 
and there is no suspicion that its capital 
is not absolutely intact. But the de- 
preciation in the shares of the Bank of 
China has been aggravated by the action 
of its directors in paying a dividend of 
eight per cent:, which they could only 
do by valuing their silver assets at some 
sixteen or seventeen per cent. above 
the current rate of exchange; and the 
note put to their accounts by their 
auditors had a very bad effect—as it 
could. not help having—on the share- 
holders here. It is the fear that reserve 
funds will show a large shrinkage when 
the inevitable settling-day comes, added 
to the fact that while the crisis lasts 
there must be more sellers of shares 
than’ buyers, that keeps the shares in 
banks at such low figures. As to the 
depreciation in mining shares there is 
really nothing to be said: all mining 
shares are a gamble and: should only.be 
bought by those who can afford to lose 
their whole investment. As we have 
said before, there is no mystery in -the 
present condition of things: an exag- 
gerated boom is always followed by a 
violent reaction, and those who are most 
in despair now should remember that a 
recovery from a reaction is as certain 
in due course as the reaction itself was, 
The finaucial barometer when it begins 
to rise again will uot probably reach 
for some time the height from which it 
fell; but when it does begin to rise, 
we may look for settled weather for a 
time. 





THE EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF 
THE CIRCUS. 
Sth May. 
Puttosopuzrs have not disdained to. 
enjoy the Circus. ‘The great master 
Dickens, who indeed touched nothing 
that he did not adorn, and who drew 
his sketches of life so unerringly be- 
cause he had thoroughly studied his 
subject: before he touched it off, has put 
the circus on the plane it deserves in 
his picture of “Sleary’s Horsemanship” 
in Hard Times, a book which inau- 
gurated the revolt of English opinion 
against the oppressive dowmatisin’ of 
what was then known as the Manchester 
School. In the last speech that the 
“Perthon of the name of Thleary in 
the Horthe-Riding' way—thtout man— 
game eye” ‘makes to Mr. Gradgrind, he 
puts. the defence of the cireus in a 
nutshell. “Don’t be eroth with uth poor 
vagabordth. People mutht be amuthed. 
"They can’t be alwayth-a-learning, nor 











yet they can’t’be alwayth a-working, 
they an’t made for it. You mutht have 
uth, Thquire. Do the withe thing and 
the kind thing too, and make the betht 
of uth; not the wartht! And I never 
thought before,” said Mr. Sleary put- 
ting his head in at the door again to 
say it, “that I wath tho muth of a 
Cackler!” Another philosopher has 
said that while some wine is better than 
other, there is no bad wine ; and so we 
may say that while some circuses are 
better than others, there are no bad 
circuses. Just as a good book is still a 
good book though badly printed on coarse 
paper in a New York pirate’s twenty-five 
cent edition, so a performing horse 


gives us as much pleasure though he has j 


only three or four equine and three 
or four human colleagues, and goes 
round and round in wa small and 
shabby tent at the little way-stations. 
Tu fact as a Tauchnitz is far more read- 
able than an édition de luxe, so is a 
moderate-sized circus with a fairly good 
company of performers far tore interest~ 
ing to the man of moderate tastes than 
Barnum’s belauded show with its three 
rings and its maguificeut distances, 
‘fhe Cireus now here fulfils all the 
conditions that the cireus-goer of mo- 
derate tastes could desire to impose. 
‘The tent, elliptical in shape, is large 
enough, but not so large as to make 
the spectator wish he had brought a 
telescope with him. Many of the com- 
pany are old friends; they were here 
before with the lamented Chiariui, aud 
they are as welcome when they come 
with Cl 's former “ star,” now his 
successor. If only two or three hours’ 
amusement were to be derived from 
attending the Circus, its existence would 
be justified, but there is much educa- 
tion in it for those who do not hold 
with amusement wnless it is accom- 
nied by instruction. The object 
lessons in natural history which the 
horses and dogs and elephants give is 
priceless. We may read in books how 
animals may be trained by kindness and 
patience to perform feats entirely for- 
eign to their nature, and which in- 
telligent human beings even require 
years to learn to accomplish ; but the 
trath of this is impressed on us in a 
tenth of the time when we see the 
auimals doing it, and doing it, in the 
case certainly of the dogs and apparently 
of the horses, with réal enjoyment. The 
elephants, which after all are only babies 
and probably do not know what they 
think, are somewhat impassive, and 
it is difficult for the spectator to 
make up his mind whether. they enjoy 
going through their exercises or not : 
while they seemed to think it a little 
iguominious to have to walk along with 
their forefeet on barrels, they had no 
objection to sawing on- a. plank. 
After all,-there is something: reassuring 
in the extreme gravity they maintain 
throughout this somewhat undignified 
performance. ‘here is a lesson on the 
preservation of equanimity—which they 













might have got from Horace—in diffi- | 
cult circumstances, for it must be!

stand firmly on the enids of an unstable 
plank balanced on'a pivot.

the scenes of horsemanship in the ring 
provide, and how fruitful‘in suggestions 
as to the maiuteusince of equilibrium 
is the marvellous performance of 
Kooma on the “slack-jeff.” Could 
any scientific book ‘prove ‘to a 
boy the fact that he can see for 
himself: at_ the Cirque Harmston, that 
a man, assisted only by’a paper. parasol 
and a fan, can stand on one foot on a 
slack rope and swing himself to, and 
fro with the most perféct nonchalance ? 
‘There is, indeed no end to the lessons 
which an instructor of a scientific turn 
could derive from the feats of the circus 
people. Many of ‘the’ acrobatic feats, 
too, have all the authority of antiquity. 
Smith's Dictionary of Antiquities shows 
that the Romans enjoyed some of the 
very same feats ‘that may’ bé' seon 
to-night at Harmston’s ; aud the Egyp- 
tians and the Chinese enjoyed them 
before the Romans. Of the tastes of 
the Hittites we have’ less record ; but 
they probably delighted in gladiatorial 
contests. - Cireuses have borne their 
part too in the government of great 
peoples, ‘The Romans, the conquerors 
of the world, were satisfied if they 
had their Panem et Circenses, Did 
not the head’ of the English govern- 
meut hint the other day that it would 
be as good to give the country a cireus 
in every village as.a Parish Council ? 
The Cirens in tact, particularly when 
it js so good a one as that of W. B. 
Harinston &*Son, reeds no defence 
or apology to healthy-minded people. 
There is, we are told, no endowment so 
necessary to success as application. In 
the theatre, if an actor delivers a speech 
badly, he caunot go back and do it 
again; but in the circus, if a performer 
“misses his tip,” he has.to go at it 
again until he succeeds. “'Try, try 
again!” is the law of the hippodrome 
and to have this practically impressed 
on the young is an education in itself,

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Considering’ that Shanghai is the in- 
let for almost the whole of China, half 
a million taels'. worth is not very much 
machinery: to be imy in a year ; it 
is difficult to foreshadow how much this 
sum will be multiplied when industrial 
enterprises with foreign plant are en- 
couraged throughout the empire, and 
China’s vast ‘mineral resources are 
allowed to be. worked under foreign 
management. In the following sentence 
Mr. Bredon draws attention to another 
branch of the import trade which has 
come into prominence of late years. 
“ Metals, too, have been imported 
most beyond precedent. The growing 
extentto which China is absorbing the 
metallic waste of European countries is 
very curious.

We note that Shanghai having 
been always the main dep6t for the 
trade of central and northern China, 
has now reached its hand down as far 
as Foochow in the south, and that this 
market, rather than Hongkong, is be- 
coming the source of its "foreign goods 
supply. We have already remarked on 
the predominant position maintained 
by Great Britain in the shipping busi- 
ness. It is noted as a remarkable 
feature, “that not a single German 
sailing vessel entered the port during 
1891, though it is only a decade since 
this kind of craft had considerable 
politcal and commercial importance.” 

inder Passenger Traffic it is remarked 
that “a tariff of 25 cents to Ningpo, 
and $3 to $4 to Hankow and 'lientsin, 
was sufficient inducement to many

‘The annual watch between Singapo: 
Hongkong and Shanghai caiie off, s0 fet as 
Shanghai was conserued,on Friday morning 
lust. “It wae originally proposed to shoot 
on Thursday, but owing to the rain and 
wind, a postponement was nade until’ the 
following morning, 

At 6 u'elock, tle hour for commencing, 
there seemed every prospect of a favourable 
change in the weather. Rain had not fallen 
for some time and the clouds appeared to 
be breaking. Unluckily, before the first 
two members of the team had finished 
firing at 200 yards, the rain again came'on 
and before long several heavy squalls com- 
polled w temporary’ cessation. On the 
weather moderating, further progress was 
made, but fiting had to be ‘stopped several 
times in the course of the moruing. Whilst 
moving back to 500 yards the sun actually 
canie out for a few ‘seconds’ and new hopes 
were entertained, but unfortunately the 
clouds gathered again, the rain came down 
in torrents, and the team frequently had 
to sock shelter. A dull haze hung at times 
between the firing point and the targets 
varied every now and then by a momentary 
brightening. ‘This alternation of light and 
shade eupplies about the most trying uf 
conditions, and considering the weather, 
tha discomfort of being wet through and the 
tediousness of the watch the scores are 
highly creditable. 

Captain Clarke was in command of the 
range, Lientenant Talbot, H.M.S. Caroline, 
acted’ as umpire for Singapore; Major 
‘Tripp did similar duty for Hongkong, and

CHINESE OFFICIAL SINCERITY. 
To the Editor of the 
Noxru-Cutsa Damty News. 

Sm,—The Blue Book on the anti-foreign 
{ots in China which was presented in March 
ent, is a most interesting worl 
If the Chinese Minister in London.and his 
superiors in China were capable of blush 
ing at the exposure of one falsehood after 
another and one artifice after another, 
they would surely desire after seeing this 
book to hide their faces. for very shame. 
‘My object in writing now is to call atten- 
tion to one particular document published 
in this Blue Book. It is No. 118 in the 
collection, aud consists of a letter written 
by Sir Halliday Macartney on behalf of the 
Chinese Minister in London, to the Foreign 
Office. Lord S: y appears to have 
sent the Chinese Minister certain documents 
received from China, -which indicated that 
in spite of all assurane-es to the contrary. 
the Chinese Governmg nt was really doing 























nothing to stop the dissemi 
and. infldinmatory placards againat 'for- 
eigners (seo.paper No. 111). . Sir’ Halliday 
Macartuey writes in reply : “The Minister 
regretted to perceive, on perusing. the: 
papers,’ that the action of the:provincial 
authorities in China in some cases: seemed 
to have ‘been at variance. with the/assur- 
ances he: had -been instructed to-give to 
tlie Foreign Oftice—aesurances respecting 
the will and the power of the Imperi 
Government to prevent farther ‘outrages 
on British subjects, and to’ puttish' the 
parties concerned in their perpetration . . . 
the Minister lost no time in bringivg the 
matter to the uotice of his Government. 
For it was of importance, he considered, 
that not for a moment should even a-sem- 
blance of doubt be allowed to'exist in the 
mind of Her Majesty's Government as to 
the value of the assurances of his Govern- 
ment or the sincerity of its profession: 

“Phe Minister did this by telegraph, and 
now Tam to forward you, for Lord Sali 
bury’s information, the following transla- 
tion of a telegram he has received from the 
Teungli Yamén, and which he las been 

structed to communicate to his Lord- 
ship — 

“The missionary disturbances which 
have unfortunately taken plice in'various 
provinces having been traced to the circuli- 
tion of inflammatory placards’ and_psin 
phlets amongst the’ people, the ‘Imperial 
Government has determined on taking: most 
strin ent measures for their suppression, The 
authors are to be sought for, urrested, iwndy 
on being found quilty, execrited at onces and 
without ioaiting for the customary Imperial 
authorisation to carry out the sentence, 

“The suspension of the law requiring 
the Imperial sanction for the, infliction of 
capital punishment will, in: the: opinion of 
the Imperial Government, have a most 
sulutary effect, and lead to the gradual dis- 
appearance of ubjectionable ‘publications 
Which have in eo many instances recent] 
been productive uf such deplorable result 

‘The italics are mine. ‘This ducument is 
datéd 19h November; 1691;-* Iam writing 
21st April, 1892, more than five ‘months 
after this telegram was despatched by the 
Taungli Yaméu, We in China know pretty 
well what has lappened in’ the interval, 
We know that in spite of these fair words 

the Chinese Governinent as 
literally done nothing of its own accord 
to punish avy- of the persons really 
responsible for the publication of these 
placards, Whatever the Government has 
Goue, has been done most reluctantly, and 
only as the result of constant pressure from 
without. ‘This is Sir John’ Walsham’s 
frequently re-iterated statement, ‘Tho 
little that tho Goverument’ has done, has 
boen forced upon it by the juint action of 
the Representatives of European. Powers, 
and unless. presstire is exercised this will 
continue to be the case.” So Sir John 
Walsham wrote in September last, (p. 26), 
and so in effect he has written again aud 
ayain, both before and since. Only as 
recently as January, Lith he telegraphed 
to the Marquis of Salisbury apropos of a 
attempt being made by the ‘Diplomatic 
Body to get Chou Han punished: “Our 
efforts s0 far remain: without’ practical 
results, but they will not on tliat’ account 
be relaxed by us.” ;

THE CHINA ‘TEA ‘TRADE 
To the Editor of the 
Noxra-Cauva Datty News. 

Sut,—I have read with much interest 
theiwery able and amusing articles, which 
have appeared iw your columns recently, ou 
the Tea Trade, under the title of Sermo 
Sinensis, as also the various letters which 
followed on. the same subject, and 
these letters I find the aame refrain—"The 
Tea Trade of China: is doomed: unless the 
Brgort ‘Duty be taken off.” 

‘ow it is easy enough for your corres- 
pondents to sit 
these “fateful” words,‘but why stop there? 
How abvut the Chinese Government? Is 
it likely that Sir Robert Hart will recom- 
‘mend, or the Tsungli Yamén san 
abolition of a duty which » brings 
revenue of from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
Hk. Tis. per annum, unless it can be shown 
that the abolition of this tax is expedient 
and some other source of revenue be pro- 
posed in. its place. On the 10th April, 
1891, Sir Joseph Pease brought forward a 
motion inthe House of Commons, * ‘Tu 
stop the issue of Licences for the cultiva- 
tiun of the Poppy in India, and prohi 
the sale of Opium’ except for medicinal 
purposes.” As the Times in its criticism of 
the debate remarked, “*In other words the 
House was asked to decree a reduction of 
four to five millions in the revenue of th 
Indian Government without the slightest 
attempt to say how the finances were to be 
adjusted. 

‘he motion was however carried by a 
majority of 30 votes. A year has elapsed ; 
what has been done in the matter? 
Nothing. Why? Because it was found 
to be impracticable tu give effect to 
the resolution. Sir R. Fowler at the 
close of the debate proposed to add the 
following clause ; ** That this House feelin 
tho pressure of taxation on the. people o 

will take steps to reimburse the 
deficiency so caused to the Indian Govern- 
ment,” but tho British taxpayer did- nut 
seo it in the same light as these Exeter 
Hall faddists, I have referred to this 
Opium question as beirg in my vpinion 
somewhat apropos of the subject under 
discussion. 

In» 1887, owing to the representations 
made to Sir Robert Hart on the decadence 
of the Tea Trade, « despatch was addressed 
by him to the Tsungli Yamén on the sub- 
ject; the Commissioners of Customs at 

lankow, Kiukiang, Wohu, Shanghai 
Ningpe, Foochow, Taimsui,* Anioy and 
Canton, were requested by’ the Inspector 
General to investigate the matter fully, 
aud their exhaustive Reports will be found 
in No. 11 of the special series of the Cu 
toms publications, I do not propose to 
trespass on your valuable space with ex- 
tracts from Reports, suffice it to say 
that no redu: f the duty was then, or 
has since been made. 

Let us examine the pulse of this ‘‘ mori- 
bund” Trade, (so I have heard it called for 
the past 20"years) and try. to diagnose 
“its case.” The Customs Reports give the 
following figures under the heading of total

Fashion and tasty 
are proverbially fickle, but Indian and 
Ceylon teas have gained such « hold on the 
British public, as those who have recently 
beon in England testify, that it will be 
dificult, I had almost said impossible, for 
China to regain her former position ; if Mr. 
A.wai thinks he has solved the problom and. 
‘can oust his rivals by flooding the London 
matket with cheap and good (Query, How 
cheap? How good?) Chinatea, by all mouns 
let him try the experiment, methinks it 
will prove in verity to be “agame he did 
not understand.”

tea to sell in’ London at an average price of 
6d, per Ib., and give a fair return at th 
a result attained, partly by personal super 
intendence, partly by the use of machinery, 
partly because the teas went. from the 
gardens “direct” to London. Few mei 
chants doing business in China have any 
true idea of the number of hands produce 
of all kinds pasees through before it reaches 
them ready for export; these middle- 
men all take their little squeeze” and 
when in addition likin has to be pai 
as well as export duty, mo wonder 
China teas cannot compete with Ceylon. - 
Furthermore it is evident that China Con-
